Suit in Frosty Dawn Incident 


Challenging Pay-Off Tradition 


Los ANGELEs 

The Frosty Dawn Incident finally has 
reached the courts. William H. Black, 
owner of Lady Cover Up. last week filed 
suit in the San Diego County Court asking 
that the pari-mutuel pay-off on the Debu- 
tante Stakes. August 29 at the Del Mar 
race track, be redistributed. 

(In the Debutante, Frosty Dawn won 
over Lady Cover Up. but several days 
after the race it was discovered that Frosty 
Dawn had become ineligible for the race. 
An adjustment of the stakes money was 
ordered by Del Mar stewards.) 

Although Black had threatened to bring 
suit in behalf of bettors who had held 
tickets on his horse, there had been spec- 
ulation in California that the incident 
would die a natural death. 

One thing which many figured would 
hasten the demise of the Frosty Dawn 
case was the beating it had received from 
some high-powered legal talent before the 
suit was filed. You may be interested in 
the legal opinions recently delivered by 
Neil S. McCarthy and William V. O’Con- 
nor. 

The California Horse Racing Board in- 
vited comment on. the case from those in- 
terested in racing. As a breeder and owner 
of horses. Mr. McCarthy was one of those 
who responded. His summarization of the 
case represents his own thinking. Mr, Me- 
Carthy usually has a fresh approach to 
every subject, and in this instance he holds 
that the owners of Lady Cover Up— 
rather than the stewards or the track— 
are to be blamed for the confusion. 

“It is, of course.” he said, “one of the 
basic maxims of equity that he who comes 
into equity must come with clean hands. 
The trainer of Lady Cover Up, in his 
participation in the request that the pay- 
ment of the bets be changed. hardly con- 
forms to the rule of equity. He stated that 
he was suspicions of the eligibility of 
Frosty Dawn before the race. As an ex- 
perienced trainer over a number of years. 
he is presumed to know the requirement 
that protests concerning a race must be 
fled with the stewards in writing, yet 
being suspicious of the eligibility of 
Frosty Dawn he filed no protest with the

stewards in writing or even orally. He 
explained in his testimony that before the 
race he thought that they had the best 
horse anyway. The query must necessarily 
come to the authorities as to whether or 
not. having been suspicious of the eligi- 
bility of Frosty Dawn before the race, and 
having failed to file a protest with the 
stewards based on that suspicion. the 
owner of Lady Cover Up is not respon- 
sible for the confusion which he now at- 
tempts to create with reference to the 
betting. It must be assumed. and the stew- 
ard so testified. that if the protest had 
been filed before the race they probably 
would have arrived at the same result they 
did when the protest was made after the 
race . . and the confusion would not 
have resulted. 

“The query must also necessarily come 
to the authorities whether or not the 
trainer of Lady Cover Up was derelict in 
not having filed the protest before the 
race when he was suspicious. It might be 
properly said that there lies the respon- 
sibility for any confusion, and any liabil- 
itv for the repayment of any money if the 
custom and usage of betting is to be 
ignored.” 
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You may or may not agree with Mr. 
McCarthy on that point. As I say, it is 
a different approach, But I do think he is 
absolutely correct when he points out that 
any redistribution of the pari-mutuel pool 
would have to be based on the theory that 
Frosty Dawn was not even in the race. 
The next question, of course. is how in 
the world can you do that? 

Mr. McCarthy puts it this way: “It is 
impossible to state how the moneys would 
have been wagered in the Debutante 
Stakes if Frosty Dawn had not been a par- 
ticipant in the race, . . . It is impossible 
to determine what the odds would have 
been on Lady Cover Up. . . . If Lady 
Cover Up had won without Frosty Dawn in 
the race . . . it is impossible to determine 
how the money which was wagered on 
Frosty Dawn: would have been wagered 
if Frosty Dawn had not been in the race. 
...- To yield to such a demand (to redis- 
tribute the pool) would only create chaos, 
It is impossible to determine how the other 
bets would have been made if the eligi- 
bility of Frosty Dawn was a consideration 
in the betting... . 

“These facts constitute one of the rea- 
sons why the custom and usage was adopt- 
ed, and has always been followed, that 
after wagers have been paid on the result 
of the race they cannot be changed or re- 
paid if. as a result of a subsequent pro- 
test. it is determined one of the animals 
was not eligible.” 

Mr. O'Connor. chief deputy attorney 
general. also wrote an excellent opinion 
in which he reviewed the case and con- 
cluded that “any order for redistribution 
of a pari-mutuel pool after the results of 
a race have been declared official can only 
result in bringing chaos to the conduct of 
Thoroughbred racing.” 

“There are other practical considera- 
tions involved.” Mr, O’Connor wrote. “The 
betting upon the horses in this Debutante 
Stake was not conditional upon the eli- 
gibility of any horse. This was not a factor 
taken into consideration by any bettor. 
The usual factors are the past perform- 
ance of the horse, of the jockey, weight 
carried, condition of the track. the dis- 
tance to be run, and the like. Lady Cover 
Up did not win the race, and according 
to the timeless custom of wagering on 
horse races, the bets must stand according 
to the official results of the race irrespec- 
tive of the eligibility of one of the par- 
ticipants.

One hundred and nine men and women 
from the U, S.. Canada, Sweden, and New 
Zealand were in Lexington this week for 
the third annual Stud Managers Course 
at the University of Kentucky. The week- 
long study, sponsored by the Grayson 
Foundation, the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association, and the U. K. Col- 
lege of Agriculture, was held in the Ani- 
mal Pathology Building at the University. 

Although this year’s attendance was a 
little below the 140 of last year, Alex 
Bower, field secretary for the ATBA and 
secretary-treasurer for the Stud Managers 
Course, said several more probably would 
be enrolled before week’s end. 

Five full days of lectures and demon- 
strations were on the agenda, and panel 
discussions were to be held three nights. 
Purpose of the panel discussions was to 
allow questions and open discussion of 
subjects handled by speakers during the 
morning and afternoon. 

The only free time on the schedule was 
a Wednesday afternoon visit to Thorough- 
bred farms in central Kentucky and a 
Wednesday night dinner given by the 
Thoroughbred Farm Managers Club. On 
Monday, Tuesday, and Thursday the class 
schedule was a tight 8:30 a. m.-9 p. m. 
Adjournment was set for 5 p. m. Friday.

King Ranch Centennial 


This is the centennial year of King 
Ranch. Kingsville. Texas, An appropriate 
celebration was held October 18 to 20.

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Thomas C. Piatt 
Killed in Wreck 


In the early morning of Saturday, No- 
vember 14, Fayette County patrolmen 
Everett Crace and Eugene Haynes drove 
to the Spurr Road to investigate an auto- 
mobile accident which had been reported 
by an unidentified caller. At 3:28 a, m. 
they found the body of Thomas Carr Piatt 
in the middle of the narrow, curving road, 
a little distance from the wrecked car. 

There were no witnesses, no satisfactory 
explanation. The automobile had veered 
left, dropped a wheel off the shoulder of 
the road. blown a tire when it struck the 
exposed edge of a culvert. bounced vio- 
lently over a low stump, caromed off a big 
tree, and bounced back to the right-hand 
side of the road. The front door of the car 
on the driver’s side had been torn off and 
thrown into a field. Mr. Piatt’s neck was 
broken. and apparently he had died 
instantly. 

Piatt was known as a careful driver. 
and he knew the road well; the accident 
occurred at a point near his Crestwood 
Farm. Ordinarily. in driving from Lexing- 
ton to the farm, he took another route. 
Friends guessed that, after attending the 
meeting of the Thoroughbred Club Friday 
night and stopping by the Campbell 
House. of which he was executive vice 
president. he had driven past St. Joseph’s 
Hospital. where his wife was an overnight 
patient. to see whether the light in her 
room was still on, and from there had 
found it more convenient to take the 
route he rarely used. But the reason for 
his losing control of the car remained 
obscure. A heart attack was a possibility. 

Thomas Carr Piatt was born July 22. 
1900, and was familiar with Thoroughbred 
horses from his boyhood. Early in the cen- 
tury his father, Thomas Piatt. added horse 
breeding to his extensive farming activ- 
ities, and some years later formed a part- 
nership with the late John D. Carr, his 
brother-in-law. Thomas Carr Piatt attend- 
ed Washington and Lee University briefly. 
discontinued school and was married to 
Miss Jane Gorham. They settled on the 
Bethel Pike and later moved to Crestwood 
Farm (adjoining his father’s Brookdale 
Farm). which had been owned by his 
uncles, J. D. and Thomas B. Carr. When 
“Little Tom” was about 20 years old 
his father gave him a share in four mares. 
and though his own operation was always 
on a small scale, he became an important 
figure in Thoroughbred breeding. 

He was a charter member of the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America, served as a 
director of that organization for 19 years. 


and was its president two successive terms,

1939 through 1941. In the 1930’s he sent 
small consignments to the yearling sales 
at Saratoga, and when the Breeders’ Sales 
Company was organized in 1943 to sell 
yearlings and other stock in Kentucky he 
was elected first vice president. Since the 
resignation of A. B. Hancock Sr. as 
president in the fall of 1949, T, C. Piatt 
had served as president of the co-operative 
sales organization. to which he gave much 
of his time. 


He was a deacon in the Maxwell Street 
Presbyterian Church in Lexington. and 
was a director of the Kiwanis Club for 
three years. 


Mr. Piatt never had more than a few 
mares of his own. From one of them. 
*Bobbed Bandit. he bred the stakes win- 
ner Goldeneye. a Transmute gelding. foal- 
ed in 1933. In partnership with his cousin 
Piatt Steele he bred the stakes winner 
Almac. a foal of 1932. Beginning in the 
1920's he took a number of board mares. 
and his principal achievements as a breed- 
er resulted from an arrangement with one 
of his customers, the late John Marsch. 
of Chicago. Bred by the partnership of 
Piatt and Marsch were Occupation. Pre- 
occupy. Errard. and King Midas. Occupy. 


foaled in 1941, was also bred by the part- 
nership. but an error in the registration 
application caused the omission of Piatt’s 
name, 

For Preston M, Burch, Piatt raised the 
good stakes winner Tambour, and _ for 
George Wingfield’s Nevada Stock Farm 
the stakes winners Siskin, Hygro, Chic: 
leight. and Tarpaulin. Chicleight and her 
dam. Ruddy Light. passed into the own- 
ership of John Marsch, for whom she 
produced, at Crestwood Farm in 1938, the 
good race mare Blue Delight. dam of Cal- 
umet Farm’s Real Delight and Bubbley. 

The unexplained accident which caused 
the sudden death of Thomas Carr Piatt 
was the third such tragedy in the imme- 
diate family. On January 14, 1925, his 
mother and her sister, Mrs. Thomas Cart. 
died in a railroad-crossing accident about 
250 yards from the spot where the som 
met his sudden death. On June 23, 1945. 
a two-car collision on the Richmond Road 
near Lexington cost the life of Nanette. 
15-year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 7. 
C. Piatt—their only child. 

Besides his widow, Mr. Piatt is sur 
vived by his father and stepmother. and 
a sister, Mrs. Robert M. Young.

Thomas H. Peppers. 66. former presi- 
dent of the board of directors of the Del 
Mar Turf Club. died of a heart attack on 
November 14 in Los Angeles. Funeral 
services were conducted in Los Angeles 
on November 17. and the body was sent 
to Kansas City, Mo.. Peppers’ birthplace, 
for burial. 

One of California’s largest fruit and 
produce growers, Peppers and his wife, 
Mrs. Ann Peppers. entered the Thorough- 
bred sport in 1946. Along with Ellwood 
B. Johnston, they were the first persons 
to fly a shipment of horses from England 
and Ireland to the U. S. They imported 
several English and Irish performers for 
thir racing stable. including *Radio- 
therapy. *Sullivan, and *The Web II, all 
of which now are standing at the Peppers’ 
Merryman Farm at Mentone, Calif. 
Peppers was elected president of the 
hoard of directors of Del Mar in the fall 
of 1951. He resigned this spring to devote 
lore time to his other business interests. 
Mrs, Peppers has not announced whether 
the farm and racing stable. which were 
registered in her name, will be continued.

beat Frosty Dawn. and in reaching the 
conclusion to thus bet did not consider 
whether Frosty Dawn from a_ technical 
standpoint was eligible for the race. Their 
contract with the other bettors was that 
Lady Cover Up would beat not alone 
Frosty Dawn but the other horses.” 


LITTLE WILLIE. About the only sub- 
ject that has caused more comment than 
the Frosty Dawn episode is jockey Willie 
Shoemaker’s spectacular winning spree. 
At the clip he is going. Shoemaker will 
close the year with somewhere between 
497 and 522 winners. At this time, you 
can take your pick. His average for the 
year is slightly better than 41 winners a 
month; with six weeks to go, that would 
give him 497 winners for the year. But 
since mid-summer. Shoemaker has_ been 
averaging 54 winners a month; and that 
pace would raise his total to 522. It’s all 
slightly fantastic. 


Shoemaker led the Santa Anita meet- 
ing with 60 winners. Tanforan with 91, 
Hollywood Park with 97. Del Mar with 
75, and Golden Gate with 86. For good 
measure, he collected another winner at 
Churchill Downs. and four at Las Vegas.

He has won at eight different tracks this 
year and ridden at nine (he rode one race 
at Caliente) and will probably campaign 
in New Orleans or Florida between the 
close of Bay Meadows and the opening of 
Santa Anita. 


Here is Shoemaker’s month-by-month 
total: January, 24; February. 31: March, 
38: April, 39: May. 40; June. 41; July, 
39; August. 52; September, 54: and 
October, 56. His only idle time was during 
July, when he served a five-day suspen- 
sion, Shoemaker hit his 100th winner on 
April 4 at Tanforan. his 200th on June 20 
at Hollywood Park, the 300th on August 
28 at Del Mar. and his 400th on October 
23 at Golden Gate Fields. He’s had three 
days this year when he’s booted home six 
winners in an afternoon, 


Incidentally. for the first two races of 
his career, he was listed in the official 
charts as “B. Shoemaker” since his name 
is actually Billy Lee Shoemaker. He rode 
his first race on March 19, 1949, finishing 
fifth on the filly Waxahachie. Two weeks 
later he got another mount. did a little 
better. and finished fourth on Soonuseeme. 
In the third race of his career. he scored 
his maiden victory on Shafter V. The 
date was April 20, 1949, at Golden Gate 
Fields. 


CRAFTY ADMIRAL arrived in Lexington last week to take up stud duty at 
the Drymon and Metz Farm. Owned by Charfran Stable, the son of Fighting 
Fox and Admiral’s Lady, won nearly $500,000 in four racing seasons. With him 
here is a groom and J. Metz, who will manage the stallion. His fee will be $1,000. 
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Laurel Race Course got all the trouble 
it asked for in offering the second running 
of the Washington, D. C., International, 
plus some extras, and eventually got a 
better race than it could reasonably have 
hoped for. The weather and immigration 
officials, which put up the most alarming 
hazards, finally gave their blessing. and 
the stands at Laurel, rebuilt for elegance 
and comfort, were filled with the largest 
crowd in the track’s history (31,100). 
Some of the huge expense of the race was 
repaid by the record $1,754,548 wagered 
during the day, including a one-race rec- 
ord of $254,728 on the International itself. 


The weather troubles had begun in Eng- 
land November 1, when the plane which 
was to bring five runners was held to the 
ground by impossible flying conditions. 
Next day the plane got off with Robert 
Boucher’s Wilwyn (winner of the first In- 
ternational), Thomas Robinson’s Harwin. 
and the two French entries, Paul Du- 
boseq’s Silnet and R. B. Strassburger’s 
Worden. Left behind, because he was un- 
able to get across Ireland to take the plane 
at Shannon, was Treetops Hotel. But Ire- 
land already had two of its invited repre- 
sentatives in the U. S., Mrs. F. L. Vicker- 
man’s Chamier and A. L. Hawkins’ Thir- 
teen of Diamonds. 


The only South American runner was 
the Argentine Turf Stable’s Mister Black. 
which landed in Miami November 1 with 
jockey Carlos Cruz. The rider had come 
with only a visitor’s permit, which under 
the rules, was not sufficient to permit him 
to ride at Laurel. If Cruz could not ride. 
Mister Black would not run, a spokesman 
for the stable announced. Immigration 
director Joseph Savoretti finally “paroled” 
the rider to Laurel, passed-on to the Balti- 
more office the privilege of waiving the 
rules. 
The International was scheduled for the 
afternoon of Saturday, November 7. On 
November 6 a blizzard swept across the 
seaboard states and left five ‘or six inches 
of snow. Laurel’s president John D. Scha- 
piro announced that the entire Saturday 
program would be postponed, and on 
Saturday fixed the International for Wed- 
nesday, November 11, Armistice Day. 


Patches of the snow were still drifted 
against the hedges when the ten-horse 
field paraded before the stands under 
blankets decorated with the flags of their 
respective countries, then galloped to the 
starting point for the big race. The weather 
was excellent, but the track was still soft 
and deep. 

Crafty Admiral was made favorite at 
11 to 10; he had been running in his best 
form recently, and was known as a good 
mudder, but he had never raced on the 
grass. Beyond that point—on which it

proved wrong—the crowd was very much 
confused as to the relative chances of the 
runners, Remembering Wilwyn’s 1952 per- 
formance, it made him second choice. and 
was dead wrong again: the only horse he 
beat was Crafty Admiral. Third choice at 
$7.50. possibly because his owners had 
won the previous race with the ~* $97.80 
longshot Ben Cover. was Mister Black 
from Argentina. He followed the pattern, 
and finished third from last. Worden. the 
winner, went off at a dime less than 16 
to 1. (“In England he would have been 
5 to 2,” jockey Charles Smirke remarked 
after the race.) 


Chamier was restive as the field lined 
up at the Australian tapes, and managed 
to land a hoof on Sunglow, but Eddie 
Blind quickly got them away to a good 
start. Silnet showed in front first, but 
Roger Poincelet quickly took a strong hold 
as Sunglow and Crafty Admiral went to 
the front. This was perhaps in the way of 
a courtesy to the visitors. none of whom 
wanted anything to do with the early pace. 
Neither did the riders of the two Ameri- 
can-bred. runners, and they kept a stout 
hold until they reached the backstretch 
the second time round. There Crafty Ad- 
miral suddenly decided he had had his 
fill of grass racing and quickly changed 
his position from first to last. 


 *Iceberg II ran lapped on Sunglow for 
more than a quarter-mile, then drove to 
the lead just inside the quarter-pole. But 
Smirke had now set Worden down for the 
decisive challenge. The Strassburger colt 
had moved up on the final turn, and 
through the final straight he ran like a 
Quarter Horse on a fast track. He passed 


*Iceberg IL at the eighth-pole and_ in 
the last furlong, ridden out but not pun- 
ished. drew out to win by six lengths. 


There was no question that the race was 
international. The winner was bred in 
France by an American resident in Paris, 
and ridden by an English jockey. The 
second was bred in Chile, ridden by a 
Chilean jockey. owned by an American, 
The third was American, fourth French, 
fifth and sixth Irish, seventh and_ ninth 
English, eighth Argentinian, 


John Schapiro was delighted with the 
race and the crowd. His International, he 
felt, was now firmly established, and in 
the future would be expanded still fur 
ther. “In this tense world today,” he said, 
“it is important that we establish common 
interests with other nations.” The race at 
Laurel was his special contribution to 
communication and good will among 
countries. 

Excuses for the beaten were few. Nick 
Shuk had an idea that Sunglow might 
have lasted if he had been allowed to run 
more freely; “I may have choked up my 
horse trying to take him back.” Wilwyn 
came back slightly lame, with a hock im 
jury. after having run close to the early 
pace. 

Perhaps the best excuse was a year old, 
Last year Worden was to have been a rut 
ner in the inaugural International. After 
waiting several hours for an overdue plane. 
he was returned to his quarters and did 
not make the trip to America. 

In the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe this 
year Worden had been outrun in the 
stretch by Silnet and his half-sister La

None of the runners in the second International 
was in much of a hurry until the last quarter-mile, 
and then only one was able to hurry. Crafty Ad- 
niral, favorite at 11 to 10, broke from No. 9 post 
position in the ten-horse field and took the lead, 
dosely attended by the one other American-bred 
mnner, Sunglow, which closely attending 
him for nearly a mile. Wilwyn, *Iceberg II, and 
Silnet were held a couple of lengths or so behind 
the leaders. 

When Crafty Admiral weakened (and within a 
quarter-mile dropped from first place to last), the 
Chilean-bred *Iceberg Il moved against the 6-year- 
id Sunglow and caught him on the turn about a 
quarter-mile from the finish. At this point the two 
French runners, Silnet and Worden. were about 
a length behind the leaders. but only Worden was 
gaining. Charles Smirke. who had kept the Strass- 
burger colt under strong restraint to the last turn, 
now let him run freely. He sailed past *Iceberg II 
at the eighth-pole and went on to win by six 
lengths in the last and perhaps the most impressive 
race of his career. 

Except for Worden. nothing else in the field 
gained on *Iceberg If in the last quarter-mile. 
Silnet slowed up only a trifle less than Sunglow, 
and finished fourth, half a length behind the 
Brookmeade horse. At the post Sunglow had been 
kicked by Chamier. The 1952 winner, Wilwyn, 
dropped back after running close behind the pace 
for a mile; he appeared slightly lame after the 
tice and examination revealed that he had injured 
ahock. As in the case of the winner and Crafty

Admiral, it was his last race before going to the 
stud. 

Worden is the sixth foal of *Norseman’s half- 
sister *Sans Tares, a mare bred in France by R. B. 
Strassburger. sent to the U. S. as a yearling in 
1940, and returned to France in 1947, Of her 
four foals by sires standing in the U. S., only the 
first, Bordeaux. raced in America; the others re- 
turned to France with their dam. Since Worden 
was foaled in 1949 the mare has produced three 
colts, Oran, by Souverain, in 1950; Mahan, by 
Avenger, in 1951: and Wilkes, by Court Martial, 
in 1952. 

Before the International at Laurel, Worden al- 
ready had raced in three countries and had shown 
himself as one of the best in Europe, though never 
quite the best. His racing began at three, when he 
finished second in his first start, the Prix Juigne, 
reserved for horses not previously started. In 1952 
he made three trips to England, one to Rome. He 
was unplaced in the Two Thousand Guineas at 
Newmarket, second in the Prix Hocquart, unplaced 
in the Derby at Epsom and the Prix du Jockey 
Club (French Derby), won a race in France, went 
back to England and was third in the King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes. After going un- 
placed in the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe he won 
the Prix du Conseil Municipal, then was sent to 
Italy, where he won the international Premio Roma. 

At four this year he had finished third in his 
two races in England, the Coronation Cup and 
the King George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes. 
In France he won two races, was second in an- 
other, and third in the Prix de V’Are de Tri- 
omphe; he was unplaced in the Grand Prix de 
St. Cloud, Prix d’Harcourt, Jean Prat, and Ganay. 
Most of his races were at distances approximating

Sorellina, which won by a head from her 
stablemate. At Laurel, Worden had such 
speed at the finish as to overwhelm Silnet 
and the others. 

The International represented a larger 
return, moneywise, than any race previ- 
ously won by 70-year-old Ralph Beaver 
Strassburger. A native of Norristown, Pa., 
educated at Phillips Exeter Academy and 
the U. S. Naval Academy, Mr. Strassburg- 
ger ended his Navy service after the first 
World War and for thirty years has lived 
in France. He owns the 400-acre Haras des 
Monceaux in Calvados and has _ private 
training headquarters (Pennsylvanie) at 
Chantilly. Among the best runners he has 
bred and raced are *Easton, the wartime 
Grand Prix de Paris winner Pensbury, 
the high-class *Norseman, half-brother to 
Worden’s unraced dam, the 1952 Prix de 
Diane winner Seria, and Le Tyrol. nar- 
rowly beaten by Arctic Prince in the 1952 
Derby at Epsom, Though most of his 
Thoroughbreds have been bred in France, 
he also has a stud at his 800-acre Nor- 
mandy Farm at Norristown, where he kept 
much of his stock, including the dam of 
Worden. during the second World War. 

Strassburger did not come to the U. S. 
for the race. The trophy. presented by 
John D. Schapiro, was received by his 
son, Peter Strassburger.

The Picket Often Knew Defeat 
But He Won The Two Big Ones 


The Picket never was called one of the 
greatest of the American Turf, but he 
won two of the greatest stakes run in 
America—The American Derby and the 
Brooklyn Handicap. 


The Picket was a bay colt, foaled in 
1900, by Falsetto out of Voltario, and was 
bred by Middleton and Jungbluth, at their 
Waldeck Farm in Kentucky. He was 
raced in the name of Waldeck Stable, and 
was trained by Carroll B. Reid, a high- 
class trainer and a fine gentleman, long 
since dead. Reid later trained for Syl- 
vester W. Labrot. 


The Picket’s debut was made at Church- 
ill Downs on May 6. 1902. when he was 
beaten off by Savable (Futurity winner 
that year). He then went to Latonia, 
then around the Chicago tracks. He some- 
times was close, but in 13 starts as a 2- 
year-old he never reached the winning post 
in front. 


As the distance lengthened, The Picket 
did better. In the Junior Stakes at the 
Harlem track in September he finished 
third to Sidney C. Love and Gregor K.. 
which were pretty fair 2-year-olds around 
Chicago at that time. 


The Picket must have shown something 
because his owners entered him in the 
American Derby of 1903. People nowa- 
days can not estimate the popularity of 
the American Derby in the “elegant 
Eighties” and in the early years of the 
20th century. Run at the original Wash- 
ington Park in Chicago, it was a regular 
holiday. The Loop shut up shops, and 
everyone wended his way to Cottage Grove 
and 62nd Street by cablecars, victorias, 
laundaus. broughams, and _tally-hos. 


The Picket was one of 19 in the Amer- 
ican Derby that year. Favorite in the field 
was Savable, winner of the 1902 Fu- 
turity and winner over The Picket every 
time they had met. Savable was ridden by 
Lester Reiff. a great jockey in both this 
country and England. He had won the 
Lawrence Realization of 1895 on Bright 
Phoebus, the Epsom Derby of 1901 on 
Valodyovski, and many other great races. 
Other starters included Claude. a three- 
time Derby winner; Bad News, Judge 
Himes. winner of the Kentucky Derby; 


Flocarline, High Chancellor, and Gilfain. 


The Pickett was ridden by Almer B. 
Helgesen, a good rider in the midwest. 
He was “full of the devil,” and supremely 


confident of his chances that day. It seems 
that John A. Drake, owner of Savable, 
had as commisioner a man called “Sen- 
ator.” who was sending it “in chunks” 
on the favorite. Whenever the man chanced 
near the jockeys’ quarters, Helgesen called 
out, “Hey, bring out your bear, We'll trim 
him today!” 


The Picket went to the front at the 
break and won pulled up by five lengths, 
setting a new Derby record of 2:33 (it 
was 114 miles then, the true Derby route). 
Claude. after much buffeting around, was 
second, and Bernays beat Savable by a 
head for the show position. 


After his Derby triumph. The Picket 
invaded the East. His first start was in 
the Travers Stakes at Saratoga. and he 
got a thorough trouncing, A rather ordin- 
ary filly, Ada Nay. was the winner. 


He ran in the Century at Sheepshead 
Bay. the race in which George Odom. by 
force of contract, had to ride Hermis. 
while Waterboy, his regular mount. got 
O'Neill as his pilot. Jack Joyner, trainer 
of Waterboy. told O'Neill, “Take “Hermis 
by the head and run him into the ground.” 
And they did. The Picket finished second. 
with Heno. Hermis. and Major Dainger- 
field following. 


The Picket’s next start, and second win. 
was in the September Stakes at the Bay. 
There were only three starters, Africander, 
The Picket. and Beverly. The Picket beat 
Africander. winner of the Suburban, by 
two lengths. 


The Waldeck colt then tackled McChes- 
ney in the Second Special at Gravesend. 
but Smather’s horse was a giant that year. 
The Picket also was beaten off in the 
Oceanview. his last start of the season. 


The next year, 1904, was a year of 
great horses. The field for the Brooklyn 
Handicap of that year contained a banner 
collection of champions—Irish Lad. Prop- 
er. Hermis, Highball. Shortnose. McChes- 
ney. Africander, and Claude. The Picket 
was entered, but he was not highly re- 
garded. 


With Helgesen. his old rider, aboard, 
The Picket won by half a length. under 
the whip. from Irish Lad, with Proper 
third and Hermis a close fourth. 


The Brooklyn was The Picket’s third 
and last victory. He ran a year or two 
more, always against the best, but never 
entered the winner’s circle again. 


In later years. he achieved some notice 
as the sire of a horse called Sasin, which 
was the winner of the first Coffroth Handi- 
cap. eventually the first $100,000 race in 
the country. I rubbed Sasin when he was 
a coming 2-year-old for Jack Mulrenan, 
who bought the colt for $50 at a yearling 
sale at Haggin’s brick barn on Avenue U 
in Sheepshead Bay. 

Jack was an ex-jockey. and brother of 
Edward Mulrenan. who had such great 
success with First Fiddle some years later, 
Jack. now dead. sold Sasin to Clarence 
Buxton for around $1.000, which was a 
good price then. 


Santa Anita, HBPA 
Agree on Purses 


Santa Anita Park and the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association this 
week agreed on a purse schedule for the 
track’s 50-day meeting which opens De- 
cember 26. 

After a round of conferences between 
Dr. Charles H. Strub, executive vice pres- 
ident of Santa Anita, and Irving Gushen, 
national president of the HBPA, it was an- 
nounced on November 17 that the two 
sides were buddies again, that Santa Anita 
would distribute $3,100,000 for its next 
meeting. that the HBPA was fully satis 
fied with the new deal. Neither party im 
dicated whether this was in line with the 
old HBPA demand for at least 40 per cent 
of the track’s share of the mutuel pools. 
The track’s new distribution is $28,000 
over that announced last July—a schedule 
which the HBPA at the time found un- 
satisfactory. 

This season’s distribution of $3,100,000 
is $532,700 over the $2,567,300 which 
horsemen earned last year, an increase of 
21 per cent. Last year’s payments in turn 
were 14 per cent over the previous year, 


After agreement was reached. a_ joint 
statement was issued by Dr. Strub and 
Gushen: 


“It was announced today by the purse 
committee of the California division of the 
HBPA that an agreement has been reached 
with Santa Anita regarding purse distri- 
bution. It was agreed between Santa Anita 
and the HBPA that $3.100.000 be distrib- 
uted to the horsemen for the coming 
meeting. . . .” 

Gushen and Dr. Strub then made their 
own statements. Said Gushen: “There are 
no winners and no losers in this matter. 
Our discussions with Dr, Strub have been 
completely amicable, and this agreement 
is fully satisfactory to the purse com- 
mittee.” Dr. Strub was quoted: “I found 
Mr. Gushen to be fine and honorable in 
every way. and it was a pleasure to do 
business with him.”

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Big Bettors Just Talk Louder 


This visitor's view of Keeneland is like 
the full-page ad that W. C. Fields took 
in Variety on Christmas to carol his Yule- 
tide greetings: Merry Christmas to all 
but two. 

Everything about Keeneland is fine, just 
fine except (1) the club house location 
633 feet from the corner of the porch to 
the finish line in the adjoining county, and 
(2) the private. very private, $50 betting 
facilities in the grandstand. 

To start in the peace-on-earth-good-will- 
to-all-men department, a visitor from the 
very outset is delicately, but definitely, 
flattered by the management’s implied 
compliment that he knows why he is there. 
Without benefit of the constant drone of 
the usual public address system telling 
him to bet early to avoid being shut out, 
not to tear up his winning tickets; to shut 
off the motor he left running in the park- 
ing lot; to come get Junior who is lost; 
to call his office; and the thousand and 
one ways those P. A. boys have figured 
out to throw you off just as you are about 
to settle on the winner of the next race. 

Of course. Junior never would get lost 
at Keeneland because from infancy he is 
taught his way about the plant, There 
were five bus loads of elementary school 
children touring the grounds when we first 
saw Keeneland at 10:00 a. m. on Friday, 
October 16—a school day! 

This, we were informed, is standard op- 
erating practice for Kentucky school- 
children. and the owners and trainers at 
the track co-operate by working their 
horses late on those mornings. The ar- 
rangement is such an effective and inex- 
pensive public relations gesture that we 
can't understand why it is not more uni- 
versally employed. And, of course. chil- 
dren are admitted with their parents to 
the afternoon racing, and many such fam- 
ily groups were in evidence Saturday 
afternoon. 

A small detail, but not an unimportant 
oe at times, was the general high level 
of the catering. Although the crowd on 
Saturday. October 17, was only 450 short 
of the all-time Keeneland attendance rec- 
ord, the food and pop dispensers had 
tverything under control—so it seemed, 
entirely because the people that got the 
food and drinks ready did not also dis- 
pense them and make change. The con- 
wlidation of these functions surely can 
gum up the works, but at Keeneland two 
diferent groups are used for these differ- 
tit purposes, and it seemed to speed up 
tverything considerably. 

One is not likely to be accused of fawn- 
ing upon a management that proudly pro- 
(laims in its program: “Keeneland issues 
lo complimentary tickets of any kind. All 
oficers, directors and stockholders pay the 


same admission fees as the general pub 
lic.” And we can testify that our host 
Warren Wright Jr. (who is a director) 
paid for our club house guest ticket (four 
to a member); and we paid our own ad- 
mission, 


With that explanation, we feel better 
about noting that the Keeneland manage- 
ment are as good sports as the crowds 
they handle so well. When the third race 
came up on Saturday, a minor allowance 
event for horses which had started for 
$5,000 in 1953, or who were entered for 
$5,000 that day, there were only five en- 
tries. Two of the five didn’t have a prayer 
(and proved it in the running) but show 
betting on this five-horse field was not 
denied the holiday crowd. Surpassing un- 
derstanding, furthermore, there was no 
minus pool; the favorite and winner paid 
$2.20, and the second and third horses 
$2.60 each. How the New ork bridge-jump- 
ers (a horse player who dreams hardly 
ever and then only of catching Native 
Dancer in a four-horse claimer in which 
show betting is permitted) would love 
Keeneland! On the same day, incidentally, 
our native Maryland heath was limiting 


a five-horse field (four entries) in the fea- 
ture Pimlico Futurity to win betting only. 
Served ’em right, too, when the 2-5 favored 
entry of Porterhouse and Ordained ran 
dead last. 

It’s a mite safer, though, moving to and 
from Pimlico, Laurel and Bowie than it 
is about Keeneland. Warren Wright Jr., 
whose public two-way radio system with 
direct wires to the city and county police, 
keeps on top of accidents, reported 28 for 
Saturday, not counting what happened to 
favored Mississippi State in their encount- 
er that night with the University of Ken- 
tucky football team. 


As for the Keeneland club house, suffice 
it to say that it has richly earned its repu- 
tation as a “place to be seen, not to see.” 
From 633 feet to the left of, and on a 
direct line with, the finish line, it is im- 
possible to call a close finish. The only 
consolation that can be offered the Keene- 
land club house observers is that there 
used to be a group at the New York tracks 
who did pretty well picking winners in 
future races from a similar vantage point 
at the head of the stretch. This isn’t much

The New Brooms 


Last week the governor of Florida, 
Charles E. Johns, threw out of office the 
racing commission named by his predeces- 
sor, This week a new commission, working 
hard to follow Governor Johns’ example, 
threw out some appointees of its prede- 
cessor. 

These deeds done, the commission began 
an examination of Florida’s controversial 
racing dates. When it adjourned after a 
busy day, powerful Hialeah Park found 
it had been tinkered out of two lush 
racing days. 

The two days Hialeah lost were sup- 
posed to provide scholarship money for 
the University of Florida, Florida State 
University, Florida A. and M., and the 
University of Miami. (Gulfstream Park, 
which benefited from the ruling by moving 
its opening date forward two days, has a 
suit pending in the Florida Supreme Court 
to challenge “scholarship” days. which 
‘were designed in part, to improve Flor- 
ida’s football teams.) 

Mark Erwin and John Pons, who served 
as State stewards at Florida meetings last 
winter, were fired, as were two investi- 
gators for the commission. 

Erwin had served at all of the Miami 
meetings. The commissioners decided to 
divide this $100-a-day job between John 
McLaughlin and H. B. Saxon. McLaughlin 
will pick up the checks for the first 60 
days. and Saxon for the last 60 days. 
Pons, who served at Sunshine Park, was 
replaced by George Canova. 


New Santa Anita Directors 


Three new directors have been named 
for the Los Angeles Turf Club, which op- 
erates Santa Anita Park. They were Ed- 
ward R. Valentine, Patrick A. Doheny, 
and Arthur C, Stewart, all businessmen in 
southern California. 


Track to Help Fairs 


Ak-Sar-Ben race track at Omaha, Neb., 
has offered to donate up to $500 toward a 
permanent improvement at any county fair 
in Nebraska, if the fair is willing to match- 
Ak-Sar-Ben’s contribution. 

“We realize that a $1,000 project may 
not sound big to the larger and better 
financed fairs,” said W. D. Lane. presi- 
dent of Ak-Sar-Ben, “but our survey re- 
veals that it will be of great assistance to 
the smaller fairs. Many of them are sadly 
in need of exhibit buildings and other 
facilities.” 

The new grants will not be made to 
counties where race meetings are being 
conducted, since it is presumed that these 
fairs already are beneficiaries of the racing 
program. 


On Fire Elimination. - © 


Many race tracks in the U. S. are doing what they can to minimize fire 
hazards in their stable areas; others unfortunately are doing little more than 
hope they don’t have a disaster. As part of its fire-prevention program, Santa 
Anita Park this week posted copies of a notice reproduced below, in which the 
track set down rules of maintaining security along the back stretch. 


Because of several recent stable fires and the increasing demand of horsemen 
for additional fire protection and security in the barn area, please observe the 
following rules for the protection of yourselves and your horses. 

Please Note: All clockmen or guards of Santa Anita Park have the same 
authority in enforcing safety rules as do the firemen. Every fireman. clockman 
and guard has the authority to remove any faulty or illegal appliance or electric 
cord that constitutes a fire hazard. Such articles may be removed from the area 
and taken to the fire station for inspection and approval. 


1. Regardless of size of fire, turn in an alarm immediately. 

2. Locate the fire extinguishers, fire alarm boxes and fire hoses closest to your 
barn for use in case of emergency. 

3. All extension cords must be properly insulated, and no cord smaller than 
the original appliance cord may be used. 

4. All electrical appliances used in tack rooms must be in safe working con- 
dition. 

5. Report any electrical equipment trouble to the fire headquarters, or to the 
uniformed officers in the barn area. 

6. Do not face electric heaters too close to walls. beds or any inflammable 
surface or material. 

7. Do not tamper with or change any electrical equipment in the barn area 
without permission of the head electrician. 

8. Smoking is prohibited in horse stalls. feed rooms or other hazardous areas 
in the barn area. 

9. Keep a metal container partly filled with water. in all occupied rooms, to 
dispose of matches, cigarettes, etc. 

10. All stoves burning wood, oil or any inflammable material are forbidden in 
the barn area. 

11. Oil lanterns of all kinds are prohibited in the barn area. 

12. Inflammable liquids, such as used for spraying or cleaning. are forbidden 
in the barn area. 

13. Before using any insecticide spray, make sure that it is not of an inflammable 
nature. by having it approved by the Santa Anita Fire Chief. 

14. Rubbish containers must be kept away from the barns. 

15. Automobiles and trucks must not be parked in front of fire hydrants, barn 
runways. and other areas that might impede the Fire Department in case 
of fire. 

16. Do not tie horses or other animals to gate barriers or guard rails near 
fire hydrants. 

17. Before placing a lock of any kind on stall doors, please check with Mr. 
Ernie Stinson, Stable Manager. 


In order to insure maximum security in the stable areas. all owners and 
trainers must furnish the Stable Manager the names of all employees who have 
been discharged or have quit. Horsemen must hire no new employee without first 
ascertaining that such prospective employee has a valid California Horse Racing 
Board license. Trainers placing unauthorized or unemployed persons on their 
stable list will be reported to the Board of Stewards.

Hawley finished fifth in Belmont Stakes, beaten 234 lengths, by Middleground, Lights Up, Mr. Trouble, and Greek Song. 


Statement of Jim Healy after 1950 Belmont: 


“Hawley should have won the Belmont Stakes in 1950. He 
was beaten by 234 lengths in the third fastest Belmont in 84 
years. He was rated eight or nine lengths off the leaders in 
the backstretch, although the first half was the slow half, and 
the colt had a lot of speed. When he moved at horses like 
Middleground he could not catch them, although he made up 
nearly seven lengths and was passing horses at the finish. 
Rating him so far back during the slow half was the mistake 
that lost the race.” 


As a Three-Year-Old. Hawley won $34,055 as a three-year- 
old, winning from six furlongs to 1% miles, and he proved he 
could run all day by coming from far back in the last three- 
eighths of the Belmont Stakes to be beaten only 2% lengths 
by Middleground, making up seven lengths on the leaders. 


Breaks *Shannon II’s Record in Sequoia Stakes. Prior to com- 
ing East for the Kentucky Derby and the Belmont Stakes 
Hawley won five races on West Coast. He won three allow- 
ance races at Santa Anita, all at six furlongs, in 1:11%, 
1:11% and 1:10%. Going north to Tanforan he clicked again 
at a mile and 70 yards. Then came a record-breaking per- 
formance in the Sequoia Stakes at Tanforan in which he 
broke *Shannon II’s track record for 1% miles, winning in 
1:5035 (and this record still stands). 


Shipped to Kentucky for the Derby. Hawley was then shipped 
East for the Kentucky Derby and the dead-heated Oil Capitol 
for fifth place at Churchill Downs in the second fastest run- 
ning that the Bluegrass classic has had in 78 years (2:01%). 
He was then prepped at Keeneland for the Belmont and 
shipped to New York in time for Bracadale Classified Handi- 
cap on May 31, 1950. He won the Bracadale at 146 miles in 
a romp by five and one-half lengths in 1:43%, missing the 
track record only one second over a dead track. 


Campaign at Chicago. Hawley should have won the Beimont 
which was renewed ten days later but the story of why the 
son of Blue Larkspur narrowly failed in his closing rush is 
best told in Trainer Jim Healy’s statement above.

was then sent to Chicago for Arlington Classic and he fin- 
ished fourth to Greek Song in 2:014 for the 144 miles. His 
next race was the American Derby and he was laying third 
with every indication of running a winning race, when turn- 
ing for home, he stepped in a hole and bowed and then was 
returned to Kentucky. 


Returns to Racing in Summer of 1952. After a rest of two 
years and after completing limited breeding seasons in the 
spring of 1951 and 1952, he was again returned to the race 
track and in his first start at Washington Park on August 
26th, he won a six furlong allowance race, running the dis- 
tance in 1:10%. Hawley could sprint or carry his speed as 
far as American racing demands, as he clearly proved in the 
Belmont by running over horses of highest class in the home 
stretch. There is no question but what he would have won 
one of America’s most coveted events, the Belmont, had he 
been handled by a rider of mature age and experience.

Grass and International Races 


Dr. Leon Levy, executive vice president 
of Atlantic City race track, defended grass 
racing in the U. S. in a speech November 
13. before the Thoroughbred Club of 
America. 


Dr. Levy, who said that he did “not 
believe that turf racing is a controversial 
subject,” nevertheless devoted a consider- 
able part of his speech to answering a 
letter sent to the Thoroughbred Club by 
Pat Lynch, Turf writer for the New York 
Journal-American, 


Lynch's letter, read to club members on 
September 19, objected to grass racing 
because 1) it gives the impression that 
foreign horses are better than those in 
the United States, 2) tracks in the United 
States are catering to foreign horses, 
whereas foreign tracks are not catering to 
American horses, and 3) grass courses 
here are not as well kept as in Europe. 


In replying to Lynch’s first two objec- 
tions, Dr. Levy said: 


“T can see no reason why anyone should 


object to American horses meeting those 
of foreign countries in international con- 
tests. It is one of the finest things in 
sports. If foreign horses defeat ours, then 
let’s give them full credit and go out and 
try to develop horses that can defeat them. 
The solution is not to run away from such 
a situation but to stand up and face it. 
“As for catering to these foreign horses 
by making favorable conditions for them, 
I think the horses coming to this country 
to race in the International at Laurel are 
at a disadvantage, having to be shipped 
across the ocean and running within a 
week or two. It must be remembered that 
in the field of ten horses in the Interna- 
tional race, seven were from foreign coun- 
tries. Consequently, if this form of compe- 
tition is to be encouraged, the conditions 
should pretty well favor the majority.” 


Dr. Levy did not reply directly to 
Lynch’s complaint that turf courses in 
the United States are not as well kept as 
in Europe, but he described the care that 
Atlantic City’s turf course receives. “Our 


turf course stands up pretty well for the 
entire meeting,” he said. 


The speaker had no doubt that the 
racing public liked turf racing. He said 
that Atlantic City ran 11 stakes on the 
grass at its recent meeting, and ten on 
the dirt. Mutuel handle for the grass 
stakes averaged $281,115. Average for the 
dirt-track stakes was $214,671. 


After he disposed of Lynch, Dr. Levy 
took on Irving Gushen, national president 
of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec. 
tive Association, who, in a speech to the 
club October 31, had criticized American 
race tracks for scheduling too few races 
for 2-year-olds. (See THE Btoop-Horse 
of November 7.) 


Dr, Levy thought that “on the whole, 
race tracks are doing an excellent job in 
providing races for 2-year-olds.” He said 
Gushen’s comparison of the percentage for 
2-year-olds stabled at a track to the num- 
ber of 2-year-old races was not a “factual 
analysis.” According to Dr. Levy, between 
one-third and two-thirds of the 2-year-olds, 
depending on the time of year, are not fit 
to race. 


Dr. Levy was introduced by Charles 
Kenney, who presided in the absence of 
president George Swinebroad. About 90 
members and guests attended.

consolation when the meeting is such a 
short one, but that’s it. 

Now for those $50 windows in the 
grandstand. (There are none in the club 
house.) They are set off from the rest of 
the betting windows and reached by a 
narrow private door through which only 
one person can pass at a time. Inside, 
there are three $50 betting windows—win, 
place and show—which can be reached in 
single file only. The entrance to these 
elite quarters, although it doesn’t, might 
well bear the sign: 
public.” 


“closed to the general 


There seems to be a trend lately to- 
wards giving the $50 and $100 bettors in- 
creasingly private and different facilities 
from those of the $2 bettor. This trend is 
dead wrong and, to us, can’t be defended 
from any possible view-point. 


Keeneland is a fine example of what’s 
wrong with the system. Here is a track 
that in one breath boasts of the even- 
handed treatment it accords officers, direc- 
tors, stockholders, and the general public, 
but, in the next, sets apart the $50 bettor 
from the general public. Not only is there 
a palpable discrimination in the treatment 


of the different classes of bettors (who-all 
paid the same amount to get in) but there 
is a suggestion of secretiveness or special 
knowledge on the part of those in position 
to make a large bet. which is fundamen- 
tally inconsistent with the pari-mutuel 
system of wagering. 

Before the mutuels. it was possible for 
someone possessed of special knowledge 
to get 20-to-1 on a horse that closed at 
2-to-1 in the books. When the pari-mutuel 
system of betting was adopted, it was a 
declaration that the bettor with special 
knowledge was henceforth to be treated 
and paid off the same as the general 
public; and that what the large better did. 
equally with the small bettor, would be 
reflected on the mutuel board where all 
could see as speedily as the most modern 
machinery would permit. 

The strength of racing lies in the tre- 
mendous public confidence that has been 
generated by the industry through its 
even-handed treatment over the years of 
all the public. The present trend toward 
conferring special privacy or facilities 
upon the large bettors can only cause 
more serious troubles than the practice 
may be intended to correct. 

As has been suggested, the big bettors 
don’t know any more than the little bet- 
tors; they just talk louder. Maybe that 
does rate them a special door.

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New Zealand’s Off-Course Bets 
Total 300,000 Pounds Daily |

AUCKLAND 

The operations of the New York Joint 
Legislative Committee, as disclosed in the 
September 5 issue of THE BLoop-Horse, 
carry an interest to race-goers in this 
country. Conversely, experience in New 
Zealand will be of interest in the U. S. 

In the early days of racing in New Zea- 
land, manual totalizators competed with 
licensed bookmakers. Legislation was in- 
troduced around 1910 barring bookmakers. 
both on and off the course. However, where 
off-course activities were concerned, it was 
more honored in the breach, for enthusi- 
asts away from the race meeting had no 
means of supporting their fancy other 
than through an illegal channel. 

The exclusion of bookmakers from race 
courses has proved of definite value to 
racing. Of monies handled in the total- 
izator, 744 per cent of the pool goes to 
the club and 5 per cent to the government. 
But the deductions do not end there: from 
the balance are deducted stakes and divi- 
dend tax to the extent of 5 per cent. 

Under this system clubs have gained 
the all-essential financial return to main- 
tain high stakes levels. Indeed. even the 
smallest clubs in New Zealand overshadow 
Australian tracks, with the exception of 
those in the metropolitan areas. Originally. 
clubs were compelled to give back in 
purses 90 per cent of what they received 
from totalizator pools, but with the turn- 
over increased to abnormal figures the re- 
quirement has been lowered to 80 per 
cent. 

Back in the 1920-21 season. over £10.- 
000.000, or approximately $30 million. 
passed through the totalizator during the 
288 racing days in New Zealand. By 1933- 
34 the turnover had more than doubled. 
and it has continued to increase. 

During the past two years there has 
been a tendency toward a reduction in 
on-the-course wagering. But, by reason of 
the introduction of an off-course betting 
system, the general public is now furnish- 
ed with the opportunity of betting through 
a legalized channel and on races in any 
part of the country. 

Some three or more years ago the gov- 
ernment set up a commission to determine 
what action should be taken to improve 
racing in general. Then a poll was taken 
to determine whether the public in gen- 
eral was desirous of eradicating those 
bookmakers who were still operating 
under cover. and whether it wished a legal- 
ized means of betting. 

Just what the scheme entailed few real- 
ized, but with its adoption the machinery 


was set in operation, and today this groy. 
ing child is handling over £300,000 each 
race day. Backers have the opportunity 4 
supporting any horse at any meeting w 
and down the Dominion, but there is y 
credit betting—all cash. 


Offices have been established in differ. 
ent quarters of the larger cities and jn 
due course each town and village wil 
have its Totalizator Agency Board office. 
It is not a government affair, but is con. 
trolled by the Racing Conference and the 
Trotting Conference, the bodies set up 
each year to control and govern the two 
sports. 

One big drawback at the moment is the 
necessity for backers to make their wagers 
two hours before race time. This is neces. 
sary in order that the bets can be collected 
at central offices and then telephoned to 
the race courses, All monies go on the 
totalizator to swell the aggregate turn. 
over. The weight of money from. afield 


frequently has unexpected influences on 
the dividends paid by winners and place. 
getters. 


To cover the cost of introducing the | 


system of off-course betting, all clubs were 
levied one per cent on turnover. The Tote 
Board is more than paying its way and 
is now in a position to return to clubs a 
bonus. Twelve months ago the Auckland 
Racing Club. which has the largest turn- 
over of any Dominion club, received a 
credit of £3,150. This year the return was 
£30.870, while another major club, Wel- 
lington, received £28,392. 

Backers at T. A. B. offices can inves! 
from five shillings upwards, while doubles 
betting has a strong appeal. Each club 
selects two races on which to operate the 
double. Patrons at the scene of operations 
do not select the second leg until after 
the first leg of the double is run; then 
they exchange the winning ticket (should 
their judgment have been correct) for the 
number of their second fancy. Backer: 
away from the course have to select both 
legs at once. If their first does not run. 
their money is refunded. However, should 
their first leg win and their second be 
scratched, they participate by being put 
on the offcourse favorite. This is deter 
mined by weight of money for one pat- 
ticular horse, although quite frequently 
that fancy is not the favorite with cours 
patrons. 

Doubles betting has a strong appeal 
not only to the regular race-goers, but te 
the uninitiated, This is simply by reasot 
of the substantial dividends paid on occa 
sion. When complete “boil-overs” occul. 
the odds paid by the winning combination 
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run into thousands to one. This is the lure 
—the hope that one day they will partici- 
pate. 

Although a comparatively young coun- 
try, New Zealand has led the world in 
sme respects. Its present method of 
racing control apparently has come to 
stay, and Australian authorities have been 
making inquiries as to methods govern- 
ing the sport in this country. 

Unlike our cousins across the Tasman 
sea, we have no proprietory clubs. Conse- 
quently all profits go back into the sport. 

In recent years the electric totalizator 
has replaced the outdated manual total- 
izator. Some major clubs operate their 
own totalizators, but the smaller clubs 
rely on companies—the Julius and the 
Bell Punch are rival organizations—to op- 
erate on race days. Incidentally, today 
the police are more active in unearthing 
the bookmaker and the courts are now 
dealing more drastically with offenders, 
Previously, offenders were well content to 
appear periodically before the court and 
pay what amounted to their income tax by 
way of fines. 

Quite unconsciously, the regular race- 
goers pays dearly for his support: of every 
pound he invests on the totalizator a 
goodly portion of it is taken in taxation. 
But the Government benefits and owners 
are assured of fitting purses for the fu- 


' ture. It is the patron who pays, but as 
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nation 


, long as he can claim an occasional divi- 


dend he quite overlooks what it has pos- 
sibly cost him to get a return. To say the 
least, the sport, as operated in New Zea- 
land is reasonably clean and certainly 
healthy and sound in principle.
